V A L U E O F T H E R E F E R E N D U M . 
For the first time since th• initia­ 
tive and refe rendum lav*, became ef­ 
fective some month« ago, Salem elec 
tors Saturday exercised the right of 
referendum by calling for a popular 
vote on the $30,000 bond issue to mo­ 
torize the city fire department. 
'The 
value of and the ppisibllltles under 
the provisions of the law, like many 
others on the statutes, were not fully 
realizc*d until given a trial. This first 
exercise of the referendum law has 
opened the eyes of Salem people and 
taught them the importance and the 
necessity of having a check rein upon 
the expenditure of their money.

Chief Justice John Marshall was not 
an orator of t he “spellbinder’* type, but 
after he began practice at the Rich­ 
mond (Va.) bar, he was recognized as 
a convincing speaker. 
William Wirt, 
one of the great lawyers of the day,

several years younger than 
Marshall, said of him: “This oxtrnor 
dlnary man, without the aid of fancy, 
without 
the advantages of person, 
Voice, attitude, gesture or any other or- 
laments of an orator, deserves io be 
sw.ntdered as one of the most eloquent 
men in the world. If eloquence may be 
said to consist In the power of seizing 
the 
attention 
with 
nn 
irrepressible 
force, and never permitting It to elude 
the grasp until the Insurer baa re* elved 
the conviction w hbh the speaker in­ 
tends." 
Whether nn eloquent advo­ 
cate or not. Marshall must hue* been 
rated a great lawyer, for Washington 
offered him a position In his cabinet as 
attorney general, which be declined, 
and President Adams, in 1798, offered 
him a place on the supreme bench, 
which wa® also declined before he was 
finally In 1801 appointed chief JusUce.
